“PATERSON, N. J... Tuesday, Jan. 6.— 
The “Paterson . Opera House, the. most 
important theatre\in this city,,.was de- 
stroyed early this morning. by a fire 
which . was discovered burning. briskly 
back of the Bonde goon after midnight 
last night. 

Ail the Masicuis fire-fighting appa- 
ratus, of Paterson was called out to 
fight the, flames, which fora time 
threatened to wipe out an entire busi- 
hess block in Main Street. 

At 2:80 o'clock; however, the fire was 
brought under control. In fighting -the 
blaze. several firemen. were overcome, 
and two of them, were: injured seriously.

‘LONDON, Jan. 5.—Sir Lionel Carden, 
British ‘Minister ,to Mexico, is soon to be 
transferred.to “to de Janiero’as Minis- 
ter to Brazil. He ‘was appointed to Mex- 
ico July 18, 1913, -to succeed Francis 
Wiliam Stronge. 

The successor to Sir Lionel Carden at 
Mexico ‘City ‘will probably be Charles 
Murray’ Marling, senior counselor in the 
British Diplomatic. Service, now accred-. 
ited to. Turkey. . * 

Sir Lionel Cagién’s tfansfer, which. is 
a_ promotion far’ as salary is con- 
cerned, although the two legations pos- 
sess the same’ standing in the ‘service, 
Would have been,‘made. some time ago 
except for the fact that the British For- 
eign Office would not make the change 
while the Minister was under fire for the 
alleged .interyiews in which he was 
made to reflect upon.the policy of the 
United States toward Mexico. 

The ¢@iplomatie change in Mexico will 
be received -with surprise .when. it be- 
comes known on this side of the Atlan- 
tic, for, while Sir Lionel’s metions and 
general demeanor since the ‘outbreak of 
the Mexican: troubles have been consid- 
ered somewhat indiscreet by the general 
public, nohody here believed he had done 
anything justify the attacks upon 
him: which appeared in some of the 
American papers.’ In fact, it.is expected 
that~the official statement which. will 
doubtless be issued when the changes 
are made will explain that Sir Lionel’s 
transfer to Rio. de Janeiro in no way 
cast# discredit upon the Minister:

twenty-four hours. ‘The position’ he 
now occupies on‘the General Staff in 
Berlin is stated to be a “ wholly sub- 
ordinate one.” 

In Court quarters itis pointed. out 
that the feud between the Kaiser and 
his heir“has apparently been aggra- 
vated, because the Crown Prince was 
not invited. to” attend the Hmperor’s 
New Year dinner to the commanding 
Generals, though he was “ordered” 
to appear after dinner and listen to a 
two-and-a-half-hours’ disquisition by 
his parents on the 1913 “‘ Kaiser ma- 
noeuvres.”’

WRIGHT EXPLAINS IT

Inventor Tells How. His Stabil- 
izer Balances Aeroplanes and « 


Prevents ‘ Overcontrol.”

LONDON, Tuesday, Jan. -6.—The 
Daily Mail, prints this morning a cable 
dispatéh from Orville Wright in which 
he explains his ‘stabilizer for aero- 
planes. It is the fitst description of 
the device that Mr. Wright €¢ver has- 
given out fof publication. 

His dispatch to The Daily Mail foi- 
lows: 


“DAYTON, Ohio, Jan. 5.—The-sta- 
bilizer with which experiments have 
been carried on the last several 
months consists of two parts. One is 
controlled by a pendulum, for «main- 
taining the literal balance of a flying 
machine; the other controlled by a 
vane, for fore and aft- balance. The 
power’ for warping: the wings and 
turning the elevator is furnished by7 
a. small windmill, attached to the aero- 
Plane so that the stopping~-of the 
motor dees not affect the operation uf 
the device. 

-“The general principles, ofthis ‘sta- 
bilizer are the same.as disclosed in the 
patent taken out ny the Wright broth- 
ers in Europe several years ago, but 
the mechanism has been changed and 
improved. One of the important ‘im- 
provements is a device for preventing 
overcontrol when the aeroplané has 
been thrown out of-balance in one 
direction_and the .elevator is gurnéd 
or the wings warped to bring it to 
level again. This device gradually 
brings the elevator and wings back 
to their normal positions as the. ma- 
chine is approaching the level, so that 
when the level is finally reached the 
controls do not turn the machine”’tn 
over past level. 

“To make a@ turn ‘the operator sim- 
ply sets the steering level to one side. 
The device automatically brings the 
aeroplane to the proper angle, so taat 
it, neither slips inward nor skids out- 
ward; it regulates the angle of bank- 
ing more accurately. than ‘can the 
averagé aviator. Messrs. Griffiths 
Brewer and Alec Ogilvie of England

The Daily Mail says: “The news 
that Orville Wright has made a new 
contribution to ‘the art of flying, onjy 
second in importance to his inven- 
tion’ of the first practical. aeroplane, 
will thrill the world. When’ Orville 
Wright makes the claim that his sta- 
bilizer renders flying ‘as: nearly. fool- 
proof as, anything can be,’ the world 
will: believe. him; for it knows’ he is 
no talker and boaster.” 

Griffiths Brewer, who has just re- 
turned from the United States after 
having made several flights at Day- 
ton with Orville Wright, said last 
night that the Wright stabilizer could 
be brought into play within a minute 
while the machine was rising in the 
air. He says it also can be switched 
on-or off at the will of the pilot, and 
that the balance it secures is much 
better than a pilot could maintain 
himself. The Wright device, he. says, 
weighs no more than thirty Pounds.

DETROIT, Mich., Jan, 6..—Henry 

Ford, head of the Ford Motor Company, 
announced to-day one of the most re- 
‘markable business moves. of his entire 
remarkable career. In brief it is: 
. To give to the employes of the com- 
pany $10,000,000. of the profits of. the 
1914 business, the payments to ‘be made 
semi-monthly and added« to the pay 
checks. 

To run the factory continuously in- 
stead of only eighteen hours a day, giv- 
ing employment. to several . thousand 
mere men by employing three shifts of 
eight hours each, insteadgof only two 
nine-hour shffts, as at present. 

To establish a minim wage scale of 
$5 per day. Even the boy who sweeps 
up the, floors will get that much. 

Before any man in any. department of 
the company who does not seem to be 
doing good work shall be discharged, an 
opportunity will be given to him ‘to try 
to make: good in every other department. 
No man shall be, discharged except for 
proved. unfaithfulness or irremediable in- 
efficiency. ° 

The Ford Company’s financial  state- 
ment 6f Sept. 20, 1912, showed assets 
of $20,815,785.63, and surplus. of $14,- 
745,095067. -One year. later. it showed 
assets of $35,033,919.86 and surplus of 
$28,124,173.68. Dividends paid out dur- 
ing the year, it is understood, aggregated 
$10,000,000, The indicated profits for 
the year, therefore, were about $37,597,- 
312. -The company’s-capital stock, au- 
thorized and outstanding, is $2,000,000. 
There is no bond issue. 
~About 10 per cént. of the employes, 
boys and women, will not be affected by 
the profit.sharing, but all: will have the 
benefit of the $5 minimum wage. Those 
amorg them who are supporting fami- 
lies, ‘however, will have a. share similar 
to the men of more -than 22 years of 
age.

WARNING OF. PENALTIES 


Instructions ~ Given for 
Computing Income and Making De- 
ductions Permitted by Law.

WASHINGTON, Jan. &-—The ‘ long- 
heralded blank form to be used by in- 
dividuals required, by the new income 
tax law to make an annual return of 
their net annual income was issued at 
the Treasury Department to-day. This 
blank form. will-be of more interest to 
the ‘‘ man in the street” who may fave 
sufficient net Income tobe hit by the 
new law than any previously issued in- 
come tax blank or regulation. It. is 
known as form 1,040, The penalty for 
failuure to have this return in the hands 
of the Collector of Internal Revenue on 
or before March 1, 1914, ranges from 
$20 to $1,000. 

Regulations covering the payment of 
the income tax by individuals, as dis- 
tinguished from payment of the tax “ at 
the source,’’ have been delayed, but soon 
will be promulgated. The blank form 
1,040, promulgated to-day, must be used 
under the forthcoming regulations and 
in accordance with “instructions.” The 
latter were issued to-day as follows: 

Instructions with Form 1,040. 


1. This. return. shall be. .made by 
every citizen of the United States, 
whether residing at home or abroad, 
and by every pergon residing in the 
United States, though not a’ citizen 
thereof, having a net income of $3,000 _ 
or over for the taxable year, ané also 
by every non-resident alien deriving 
income from property owned, and 
business, trade, or profession carried 
on in the United, States by him. 

©. When ‘an individual, by. reason of 
minority, sickness, or other disability 
or absence from the United States, is 
unable to make his own return it may 
be made for cee Ty by his duly author- 
ized. representative 

3. The normal tax of 1 per cent. 
shall be assessed on the total net in- 
“come, less the specific exemption of 
~ $8,000 or $4,000, as the case may be. 
(For -the year 1913 the specific ex- 
= tion allowable-is $2,500 or $3,333.33, 

he case may be.) If, however, the 
normal tax hag been ‘deducted and 
withheld on ‘any: part of the income at 
the source, or if any rt of the in- 
come is received as “dividends upon 
the stock or trom the net earnings of 
any corporation, &c., which is taxable 
upon its net income, such . income 
shall be deducted from the individual's 
total net income for the purpose of 
calculating. the, amount of income on 
which the tndividu faugh is Hable for the

5. This return. shall be filled with. 
the Collector of Internal Revenue. for

personal business is carried on in the 
wares States.

The penalty for failure ‘to ified 
the rotate within the’ time specifie 
by law is: $20 to $1,000. In case of 
refusal ‘or ne lec ‘to: render the re- 
turn within theé* required time, {ex- 
cept in cases of sickness or absence.) 
~ 50 per cent. shall be added to amount 
of tax assessed. In case of false or 
fraudulent return, 100 per cent. shall 
be added: to such tax, and any person 
required by law to make, render, sign,

A revision of rules regarding its :om- 
mittee meetings, permitting greater pub- 
licity, and an address by President 
George McAneny, in which he warned 
the members that they must make them- 
selves ustful to the city or face the 
prospect of going out of. existence, 
marked the reorganization of the Board 
of Aldermen yesterday. The members 
of the Fusion majority easily garried 
through ‘all their plans for reform. O. 
Grant .Esterbrook of. Brooklyn, a Re- 
publices. was elected Vice aero of 

board to succeed Mayor Ardolph 
ei ne, and Henry H. Curran, a a 
Republican, was elected Chairman of 
the: Finance Committee. As such he will 
be_ leader of the majority. 

President McAneny, who was cheered 
loudly when he called the new board to 
order, outlined: some of the work before 
the board. This include he said, a 
proper revision cf the Building Code, an 
amendment of the Sanitary Code and ai- 
lied ordinances, a revision of the ordi- 
nance relasing to the use of the streets, 
and the codification of existing city or- 
mere eg President McAneny said in 
part: 


I have not ben one of those who in 
a eng have advocated the abolition 
rt) board, or who have believed 
that the representative municipal .as- 
sembly, as part of the system of-City 
Government, has outgrown its useful- 
ness. I have believed that in any plan’ 
of general charter revision improve- 
ment might be made in the plan of the 
board itself, as well as in the framing 
of its functions. I am willing ney to 
eoncede, as I think we shobild, 
that if it cannot be brought to. serve 
its. proper part in the government of 
the city, or if it cannot, through in- 
creased activity and efficiency, meet 
the constantly .increasing demand for, 
home rule in the conduct of city’ 
affairs, something better and more 
serviceable shotild be put in its place. 

The City of New York, both in the 
number of its people and in the volume 
of its wealth, is greater than many 
States of the union—greater, in fact, 
than many national States in either 
the Old or the New World. Its Legis- 
lature should find a place of corre- 
: onding dignity. It is true that our 

city legislature must remain, in large 
degree, subordinate to that at Albany; 
but under the Charter, which is the 
city’s Constitution, and under 
broader powers conferred by the re- 
cently enacted Home Rule bill, our 
field is-a wide one, and op pportunity 
for really constructive legislative wor 
is great. 

The use that we shall make of that 
opportunity during the next several 
months, and during.the period when 
the Charter itself is undergoing re- 
vision, will, I do not doubt, determine 
the future attitude of the people of 
the city toward the Board of Alder- 
men as an institution. If we fail to 
accomplish what is now expected of 
us, we may expect a radical re 

During the past four years, through- 
out\which I have had the honor to sit 
in the board as. President of the Bor- 
ough of Manhattan, I have. onserved 
that constant tendency toward greater 
fficiencvy that must have impressed 

us all, and a const-nt tendency to 


legislate for the benefit of the people * 


joo eseationen where real courage is re~ 
quired. 

The record of constructive ordinance 
making has been a wing. one. The 
powers of the board with relation to 
financial measures, held ne rare gy 
with the Board. of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment, have been used with in= 
creasing wisdom and _ conservatism. 
There hi:s less of obstruction and 
greater fairness in the relations be- 
tween majority and. minority. 

I do not pro lay down a pro- 
gramme of things to be done. Such a 
programme, no doubt, will soon be de- 
veloped through the agreement of thé 
Spo bers of the board themselves, and, 

I? trust,. without unnecessary drawing 
of party lines. 

Mr. McAneny said he thought that the 
most important matter for the board to 
consider was the proper revision of a 
eens code. -He said he hoped that 

r building laws would be enacted 
Writ in the early months of the year. 
President ay epg added that he ex- 
pected to be the direct representative of 
the Aldermen in the Board of Estimate. 

There was a profusion of flowers in 
the Chamber, presents of friends of new 
members. Several of the new members 
made speeches. Alderman Kline, who 
was re-elected from Brooklyn, and was 

appointed a T‘ax Commissioner by Mayor 
Mitchel, resigned after expressing his 
good wishes to the members of the 
board.

MEANT TO IMITATE BONNOT. 


Quick Action of Paris Police: Pre- 
vents Outrages by Gang. 
Special Cable to THE NEW YORK Timms. 
PARIS, Jan. 5.—On_ Saturday. night, 
while the drivér of a private Paris 
moter car was drinking with a friend, 
& man jumped onthe seat of the 
car and. drove off at high speed. A 
number of motor cars started in pur- 
suit of the thief, but without success, 
The police, however, were furnished 
with a detailed description of. the 
man, owing to which-he was arrested’ 
last night. 
This prompt arrest apparently saved 
France a repetition of the sensational 
motor bandit crimes of 1912. From 
statements made by the arrested man, 
it would appear that another ‘series 
of Anarchist outrages in the style of 
those of the Bonnot gang had n.

| OOR TRUST PROBLEM 


STILL UNSETTLED 


| London ‘Times Thinks Good 


Sense and Good-Will Alone 
‘Can Solve It. 


MUST BE 6€0-OPERATION 


ls Almost Impossible Now to Carry 
On Big Business and: Keep 
Within the Law. 


Special Cable to Tom Naw York Timms. 

LONDON, Tuesday, Dec. 6.—The 

London Times, in an editorial article 
on the position of the trusts in Amer- 
ica, says they have been very largely 
brought under public control that is 
certainly not remarkable for its 
leniency. Unhappily, this change 
from almost complete autocracy to 
almost complete subjection has not 
been effected by co-operation, but by 
conflict. 
“Few, very few of the business 
leaders,” it continues, “had the pre- 
vision to welcome Governmental reg- 
ulation or to concede its necessity 
and concentrate on the task of con- 
verting it into an instrument of re- 
conciliation between themselves and 
the people. With hardly an exception 
they resisted . < it had been forced 
upon them. 

“ Still fewer, on the other hand, of 
the representatives of the people in 
Congress or in the State Legislatures, 
addressed themselves to the problem 
of bringing the trusts under control in 
any spirit but that of vindictive, un- 
reasoning animosity. They treated 
railways and great corporations as 
though they were merely public ene- 
mies. Almost every step in this con- 
troversy has been an act of war and 
the statute book is studded with en- 
actmeénts like the Sherman act so pu- 
nitive, so little related to present-day 
tendencies and actualities, that it is 
all but impossible in the United States 
to carry on business on a large scale 
and at the same time keep within the 
law. 

“Wild empirics and a blind spirit 
of destructiveness on the one side and 
resentment and evasion on the other 
side had far too much to do with a 


problem that can never be brought 
even within sight of a satisfactory 
solution except by good sense, good- 
will, and the most candid recognition 
by. the ‘poste of the public rights and 
by legis tors of economic facts,”

URGES SPELLING REFORM. 


English Society Wants the Goyern- 
ment to Summon a Conference. 


Special Cable to THE New YORE Times. 

LONDON, Jan. 5.—Regarding it as 
a matter of great importance that the 
English standard of speech should be 
clearly defined, the Simplified Spell- 
ing Society at its annual meeting at 
the University of London to-day 
adopted a resolution requesting the 
Board of Education to summion a4 
conference for that purpose. 

Sir William Ramsay presided over 
the meeting. Prof. Gilbert Murray 
Sent a letter in which he said: 

“ My, belief in the need of spelling 
reform grows yearly stronger. We 
must face the facts that (1) our’‘al- 
phabet is a far from perfect instru- 
ment for recording our language and 
(2) that, instead of using this instru- 
ment effectively for what it is worth 
according to some simple scientific 
system, we wander in the chaos of 
traditional rules as complicated as 
they are inconsistent. 

“TIT can have little doubt that sooner 
or later speakers of English will feel 
themselves strong enough to grapple 
successfully with the dangers of de- 
cay that lie in our unreformed spell- 


g.”’

NOT EXCLUDED FOR DUELING. 


Immigration~Law .Does Not A*fect 
Foreign Diploniatic Envoys. 
Special to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, D: °C, Jan. 6.—The 
regulations of Immigration‘officials bar- 
ring. from the United States’ any person 
who ‘has fought a, duel will not affect 
diplomatic representatives, of «foreign 
countries. Ambassadors, “Ministers, and 
their attachés would be exempt,as they 
are: now from. other: regulations: of a 
similar sort. Even the\ searohing cus- 
toms laws are set asidé as’a courtesy to 
international emissafies, and, they are 
immune. from most of’ the: police regu- 
lations of the country to whieh they aré 
accredited. 

So well has this princes le been estab- 
lished. that it is believed to apply to a 
Minister passing througn one country to 
reach another to. which he.is accredited. 

‘The inviolability of a public Min- 
ister in this tanes> cites the Interna- 
tional Law .Digest. of John ,Bassett 
Moore; counselor ‘ef the Department of 
State, ‘“‘depends upon the: same princi- 
pic with that of his sovereign. coming 
nto the territory of a friendly State, by 
a pérmission, express or implicd, of 

¢ local Government. Both :are équal- 
ly * entitled to the protection of» that 
overnmeént against every act of vio-

er. 

Few members of the present. Diplomat- 
ic Corps in Washington have reputations 
a@s duelists. The late Count Cassini, 
Russian envoy to the United States, was 
reputed to have some experience on the 
field of honor, but of late years, even 
in countries where the duel. is roceg- 
nized as a proper settlement of -per- 
sonal disputes, it. would be.considered 
a blot’ohn a diplomat’s record to have an 
armed encounter.

KILLS HERSELF FOR LOVE. 


Lillian Sinnott Ends: Life on Day of 
Betrothed’s Burial. 


Lillian ‘Sinnott, a young actress, who 
was better known in other cities than 
she was ‘in New. York, killed herself 
early yesterday morning at the home 
of.her mother, Mrs. Louise Sinnott, at 
512 West 123d Street, a few hours. be- 
fore the time set for, the funeral of 
Leslie Kenyon, an English actor, who 
was to have married-her after obtaining 
a divorce from his wife.. Kenyon, 
who was stricken with apoplexy at 
the ‘Lambs Club last Thursday night, 
died at Miss Alston’s. Sanitarium on 
Saturday morning. He was buried from 
The Little Church Around the Corner 
yesterday morning.

The squad of forty men started 
out on its crusade yesterday under the 
direction of Deputy Commissioner 
George S. Dougherty, who ‘has “been 
made its responsible head. The” men 
have been instructed. by Commissioner 
McKay to enforce the law /against 
crooks, particularly as they are defined 
in Section 887, Paragraph 10,: of* the 
Penal Code, which relates to vagrants. 
The section describes the type of crook 
against whom the crusade is @irected 
in this way: } 

A rson who has been ‘more than, once 
convicted as a pickpocket,. thief, or»burglar, 
and having no visible means of support, 
found loitering about steamboat tandings, 
railroad stations, banking institutions, 

thoroughfares, cars, omnibuses, 
hotels, or any public gatherings or assem-. 
bly, and unable to give a satisfactory ex- 
planation of his presence. 

Some of the best men on.the detective 
force have been p.cked for the work be- 
cause they have an aptitude for scent- 
ing this type of criminal. At present the 
Strong Arm Squad, according to Com- 
missioner McKay, is cyumposed of about 
forty* men, whose number will be in- 
creased or decreased from. time to time, 
as the necessity becomes apparent. At 
the head of the squad will be Detective 
Lieut. Richard M. McKenna, who was 
promoted yesterday by tne Commission- 
er’ from: Acting Sergeant: Lieut.: Mo- 
Kenna will'report daily to Deputy Com- 
missioner Dougherty. it 

‘The ‘Strong Arm Squad is going to 
keep the city sweet and «cl .” said. 
Commissioner McKay yesterday, “ but 
there will be nothing sensational about 
it. Complaints about pickpockets and 
idlers generally have been numerous, 
and it will be the business of the Strong 
Arm Squad to let this class of criminals 
know that they are not wanted here.” 
Commissioner McKay declined to dis- 
cuss the plans of the Police Department 
any further, explaining that he was try- 
ing. to keep silent in compliance with 
the Mayor’s wishes. For the present, he 
said, there would be no change of policy 
in the police administration. He said 
he had held a conference with Chief 
Magistrate McAdoo, who assured the 
Police Commissioner that he would give 
his hearty co-operation in the crusade 
against crooks by committing them if 
they were found guilty of violating the 
vagrancy section of the Penal Code. 
From Deputy Commissioner Dough- 
erty it was learned that the present 
Strong Arm Squad has been organized 
with the view of having it under a cen- 
tralized authority, where responsibility 
could be ‘fixed directly. Such was not 
true of the old Strong Arm Squad, it 
was said. The detectives in the squad 
will be sent out each day to round up 
such pickpockets and vagrants as they 
may find loitering punta places and 
public conveyances. hey will make a 
daily report to Lieut. McKenna, who 
will in turn make a.report to the Dep- 
uty Commissioner. In this way, it is 
believed, the efficiency. of the. new 
Strong Arm Squad is assured. 

Asked if he thought the squad would 
be able to enforce the vagrancy law 
as applied to crooks described in Sec- 
tion 887, Deputy Commissioner Dough- 
erty said: 
*“¥ don’t know whether my ideas are 
in conformity with the law or not, but, 
for instance, here is a man who has a 
eriminal record, with no visible means 
of support. \He is found loitering in 
company with other criminals upon pub- 
lie conveyances, about railway stations, 
steamboat. landings, places of amuse- 
ment, banks, &c. He is there undoubt- 
edly for the purpose of plying his crim- 
inal vocation, and as such, believing 
from the company he keeps and his 
actions that he is about to commit a 
crime, he should under the law be 
committed, and continue to be commit- 
ted, until such time as: he is known to 
seek and procure legitimate occupation. 
-* Under «no circumstances: should any- 
thing be done by the police to a man 
who has a criminal record and who is 
endeavoring to earn an honest living, 
and who is known to be employed in u 
legitimate oecupation. It is the profes- 
sional criminal, with no means of ex- 
isting nee by. stealing and living upen 
the proceeds of disorderly women, who 
is the menace: to the public.”’ 

Mr. Dougherty said that those crim- 
inals* against whom the Strong Arm 
Squad has begun a crusade no doubt 
would seek .to obtain their release on 
writs of habeas corpus as soon as they 
were committed by a Magistrate. He 
pointed out that Washington was one 
of the cleanest cities in the country be- 
cause the police there have an excel- 
lent crime record which enables them -o 
identify men who have been arrested or 
convicted of crime. As a result, he said, 
a, crook is identified in Washington as 
soon as he is)rounded up by a police- 
man, and then/ he is sent for six months 
to work on the brick pile. 

Lieut. McKenna, who is to be the 


terday afternoon to the vacancy. caused 
by the sudden death last week of Lieut, 
ohn Rooney in the Liberty Avenue 
Station in Brooklyn.

Chief Magistrate McAdoo, who has 
assured the Police Commissioner of his 
co-operation, said: 

“T am positively against fining pick- 
pockets. If I were to fine one I would 
feel as if I had gone into partnership 
with him to rob the poor. Jail sen- 
tences should be dealt out in all cases 
where guilt is shown. The most dan- 
gerous criminal in the city to-day is 
the young tough between the ages ot 
16 and 25 years. Few of them are more 
than 23. ‘They are like wolves roving 
the streetsein the dark. 

“There is always a set of lawyers 
“who protect them. Their faces are 
known in every Magistrate’s court. 
Many young. women are members of 
the gangs. I call them a trust because 
all these young crooks seem to be to- 
gether and to have the same lawyers. 
There is a condition that must be dealt 
with at once and seyerely. My advice 
@8 Magistrate and former Police Com- 
missioner is to pick out forty or fifty 
policemen of known reputation and fit- 
ness to ‘be assigned every. night between 
10 P. M. and 6 A. M. to clear the streets 
of these nighthawks. : 
-* A person found guilty of pocket pick- 
ing; even if it a first offense, should be 
sent to a reformatory or prison. It is 
a cold-blooded offense, and must be dealt 
with harshly in the first instance. I 
have ‘found that at the very beginning 
the young criminals join political and 
other district clubs for their protection. 
It is a curious thing that polit’-:al clubs 
should harbor thieves and gangsters. 
Young .criminals are developing fast, 
especially on the east side. If the plan 
of the new administration is to attack 
this condition in New York it is an ex- 
cellent one, and cannot be started too 
soon. I am heartily in gr orems! with 
it, and will ‘give the full co-operation 
of my office. I cannot speak for other 
Magistrates, but I can speak for one, 
and his name is McAdoo.”’ 

Commissioner McKay had a brigf con- 
versation over the telephone wi Dis- 
trict Attorney Whitman late yesterday 
afternoon, and received assurance from 
Mr. Whitman that the Police Depart- 
ment would have the fullest co-operation 
of the District Attorney’s office.- The 
Police Commissioner. and the District 
Attorney will meet in a few days to 
plan how best they can co-operate. 


WOMAN'S ANNOYER TO JAIL. 


Though Complainant Relents, Magis- 
trate Freschi Gives Man Ten Days. 


In sentencing Victor Neiss, 42 years 
old, of 307 West 150th Street, to the 
workhouse for ter. days without the al- 
ternatitve of a fine, on the charge of 
annoying a woman with his attentions,

‘* Mayor Mitchel has made an order to

Neiss is married and-has a son 18 
years old. For the last ten years he has 
been employed as a general utility man 
by Victor D. avitt.

TYSON & GO. HELD 


Magistrate Orders the Opera 
Ticket Case Taken to the 
Grand Jury. 


CORPORATION LAW INVOKED 


No Precedent for Such a Charge 
Against a Corporation, Says De- 
fense, but Is Overruled. 


Tyson & Co., as a corporation, was 
held for the Grand Jury yesterday by 
Magistrate Deuel for grand larceny in 
the second degree. The charge grew 
out of the investigation into the hy- 
pothecation of Metropolitan Opera 
tickets by Tyson & Co. with the Metro- 
politan Trust. Company to secure a loan 
of $100,000. 

The complainant was Adolph E. Dick 
of 244 West: Seventieth Street, a sub- 
scriber to season tickets through the 
agency. Mr. Dick charged in the com- 
plaint that Tyson &°Co: “ unlawfully, 
willfully,.and feloniously misappropri- 
ated, as bailee, the sum of $151.80 (the 
price of two season tickets) and two 
season tickets for the Metropolitan 
Opera House.”’ Mr. Dick was selected as 
the complainant because he paid for 
his tickets. prior to the. hypothecation 
with the trust company. 

In Magistrate Deuel’s decision, which 
was handed down yesterday in the 
Tombs Court, it is held that there is 
probable cause to believe the defendant 
guilty of grand larceny, and the motion 
for dismissal, made by Griggs, Baldwin 
& Baldwin, is denied. The case will 
probably go before the Grand Jury next 
week. Magistrate Duel said: : 
‘‘The refinement of pleading and the 
technical differentiation of charges do 
not extcnd to the City Magistrate's 
Court, except in cases within its sum- 
mary jurisdiction; and further, the tickets 
in question do not come within the 
classification of ‘defendant’s  counsel— 
they are a specie of contract extending 
over a considerable a of time, at 
least’ the evidence of a contract com- 
pleted on the part of the complaining 
witness whereby he is put in a position 
to enjoy the benefits for which he has 
ong an agreed price and identifying 

im to the other contracting party as 

entitled thereto. The evidence clearly 
shows that the market value of these 
contractural identifications was the pre- 
cise sum of+money paid therefor, (Sec. 
1,305 P. L.) Certainly the fact that the 
defendant succeeded in securing a loan 
of $100,000 upon similar tickets, includ- 
ing those now.in question, invests them 
with more value ‘ than any other piece 
of pasteboard of equal size,’ as defend- 
ant’s counsel now contends. 
“Thus there is left but one legal ques- 
tion: Probable cause to believe the de- 
fendant guilty of grand larceny, a neces- 
sary element of which is an evil intent. 
The penal law definition of larceny is: 
‘A person who, wi the intent to de- 
prive or defraud the true owner of his 
property’ does certain things enumer- 
ated in the section ‘steals such prop- 
erty, and is guilty of larceny.’ (Section 
1,290.) Changing this phraseology in ac- 
cordance with, the General Construction 
act, it becomes: “A corporation which, 
with the intent to deprive or defraud,’ 
&c. It is thus apparent that intent ‘to 
deprive or, defraynd’ is an indispensable 
factor of the crime. 

‘‘Counsel for the defendant acrongly 
contends that of no corporation can this 
felonious intent be predicted, cnallenges 
the court.to find a single conviction in 
this State of a corporation for grand 
larcehy., and, for these reasons, demands 
a dismissal of the prosecution. 

‘The total lack of precedent is equally 
pprens on either side of the. question. 
eing a new legal problem by no means 
justifies dismissal; it simply compels 
the court by recourse to history, to ex~ 
sting State statutes, and to preceden- 
tial reasoning to attempt a rational so- 
lution.”’ 
The decision then points out that on

the civil side the responsibilities of cor- 
rations has been constantly expand- 
ng, so that it now includes torts. 

“We can see how thin has become the 
film in these modern times that —- 
arates the civil and the criminal liabili- 

es of corporations,” says the Magis- 
trate. “Is it still thick enough to re- 
lieve the corporation defendant from a 
prosecution for felony—grand larceny— 
a@ necessary ingredient of which is fe- 


‘onious intent? The laws of this State 


must furnish the answer.” 
Magistrate Deuel quotes Section 1,932 
of the Penal law, which says: 

In all cases where a corporation is con- 
victed of an offense for the commission of 
which a natural person would be punish- 
able with imprisonment, as for a felony, 
such corporation is punishable by a fine. of 
not more thar. $5,000. 

The decision concludes: 

“The capacity of the defendant to 
commit the crime charged, follows from 
the acts constituting it; the corpora- 
tion was capable of receiving an order 
for the seats in question; it was cap- 
able of receiving $150.80, the market 
value thereof; it was capable of pro- 
curing the idéntical tickets from the 
Opera Company; it was capable of us- 
ing such tickets with others in pro- 
curing a loan of $100,000 from the Metro- 
politan Trust Company; it was capable 
of using that loan for its own corporate 
interests; was it incapable of knowing 
that the consequence of such acts was 
the appropriation to its own use of the 
property of this complainant? In con- 
nection with -all the facts and provi- 
sions of law cited is.the corrollary: A 
corporation capable of appraising prob- 
able gains from lawful acts must be 
presumed capable of avoiding the un- 
lawful and be criminally responsible 
for their. commission.” -

The 
referee decided that.the executor should 
make an accounting of the estate and 
pay over tq George James and Caroline 
Morgan, the decedent’s children, the bal- 
ance of the money due them. To each of 
them was left one-third of the residuary 
estate. They said that $10,000 had been 
paid to each of them as an advance on 
their interests.

Demurrer Against Dead Girl’s $50,- 


000 Claim Overruled. 


Supreme Court Justice Gavegan dé- 
cided - yesterday that - Florence °8. 
Schenck, who died early yesterday 
morning at her father’s home in Nor- 
folk, Va., had stated sufficient facts 
to justify the hearing of her $50,000 
damage suit against Charles H, Wilson 
before a jury. Wilson, who was former- 
ly. in charge of Alfred G. Vanderbilt's 
stable, demurred on the ground that the 
facts were insufficient. Justice Gave- 
gan, in this decision, said: 

“ The complaint alleges in substance 
that the plantiff, when a girl 18 years of 
age, was induced under promise of mar- 
riage by the defendant, a man 45 years 
old, to leave her home in Norfolk, Va., ' 
and go with him to Richmond, Va., 
where, he said, and she believed, the 
marriage was to take place. 

“The defendant then told plaintiff that 
he was already married, but that his’ 
wife had started an action for divorce; 
that she had legal grounds therefor, 
and that he would very shortly be free 
to marry plaintiff. As a matter of fact 
defendant’s ‘wife had not even com- 
menced action for divorce. } 

‘“‘ Whether the defendant Will be able 
at a trial to successfully refute the alle- 
gations contained in the complaint is 
another matter, but to hold that he 
should not even be required to answer 
such allegations would be, in my opin- 
ion, -not merely an error of law; with 
the facts alleged, presumed. to be true, 
it would be denying justice to a woman, 
and placing a premium on the perfidy 
and infamy of a man.”

The 
Justice yesterday would not express an 
opinion. as to whether the case could

EXPRESS COMPANIES WIN. 


City Ordinance Used Against Them 
in Strike Is Annulled. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—A series of 
express ordinances adopted by the Cit, 
of New York in 1856 to license the ex- 
press business, express: drivers, and 
wagons so far as they were engaged in 
interstate commerce was annulled to- 


day as unconstitutional by the Supreme 
Court. 

The court held the ordinances inter- 
ferred with interstate commerce, and 
were not designed to regulate traffic on 
the streets. The city first began to 
enforce the ordinances after the ex- 
press drivers’ strike of 1910. 





In the express strike of. 1910 the late 
Mayor Gaynor issued instructions that 
drivers of express wagons unable to 
show licenses be forbidden to drive 
through the streets of this city. These 
instructions followed an opinion by As- 
sistant Corporation Counsel Crowell that 
the ordinances forbade the driving of 
such wagons by unlicensed drivers.

NOT THE DANCE, BUT THE

In all the heated and protracted 
argument concerning. the tango and 
other lately devised dances, it is to. be

‘What greater farce can there he 
than the exercise of a peremptory challenge 
which excludes the specially trained, intelli- 
gent, competent juror and substitutes the par- 
ticularly unfitted, often-ill-lettered, and usu- 
ally incompetent juror in the trial of an in- 
tricate, specialized building case, in which 
exen the intelligent byt inexperienced Judges 
themselves are scarcely fitted to preside? 

Why not, therefore, substitute special juries 
in all special cases, criminal as well as civil 
—juries of competents? I would suggést a 
forum of jurors, comprising in its indissolu- 
ble body thorovehly trained specialists in all 
the principal branches of our diverse civil 
trials of to-day—jurors of criminal lawyers: 
for criminal cases, as Mr. Fosdick suggested, 
certainly, but, far more important, juries of | 
competents in building cases and other tech- 
nical trials? This forum should be appdint- 
ed, and as a further safegvard from polit- 
ical contamination, should gerve for a term 
of years without the privilege of consecutive 
reappointment, with adequate payment to 
each member for his valuable services, and 
with certain special privileges to dignify his 
important office.

OF PORTO RIGO DEAD 


Stricken Suddenly While ‘on a 
Visit to His Son 
Washington.

WAS PREPARING TO GO BACK 


Served in the Confederate Army and 
Was Inspector General in the 
War with Spain. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—James Har- 
vey McLeary, Associate Justice of the 
Supreme Court of Porto Rico, died here 
to-day after an illness of several 
months. He came to Washington last 
Fall to visit his son, Lieut. Samuel H. 
McLeary, U. S, A., and was preparing 
to return to Porto Rico when he was 
taken ill. Judge McLeary was born in 
Smith County, Tenn., on July 27, 1845. 
At the outbreak of the civil war he en- 
listed in the Confederate Army and 
served until the surrender of Lee in 
1865. At the close of the war he en- 
tered Washington and Lee University, 
being graduated in 1868 with the degree 
of B. A. The following year he re- 
ceived the degree of LL. B. 

Instead of engaging immediately in 
the practice of law, however, he ac- 
cepted the post of assistant professor 
of English at Washington College, 
which a year later he resigned to go to 
San ‘Antonio, Texas, where he opened 
a law office. He served as a member 
in the State Legislature both House 
and Senate, successively from 1874 to 
1877, and was the Attorney General of 
Texas from 1881 to 1883. He served as 
a Justice of the Supreme Court in the 
then territory of on a, from 1886 
to 1888, dividing his time between that 
territory and Texas. 

During the Spanish-American war he 
served as Major and later as Inspector 
General in the United States Volunteers, 
taking active part in the campaign at 
Santiago. He was appointed Assistant 
Secretary of Porto Rico in 1901, and was 
made Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court of Porto Rico on Oct. 8 of that 
year. He was a thirty-third degree 
Mason, and was Grand Master of the 
Masons in Texas in 1881 

Justice McLeary was a member of the 
National Geographical Society, San 
Antonio Club, and Union Club of San 
Juan,

Club for $10,000 a Year.

BALTIMORE, Md., Jan. 5.—One of

“The. Federal League, which operated 
clubs in 1913 in territory occupied by na- 
tional agreement clubs, did not attain 
prosperity or prestige,’’’ the report says. 
* A passive polley has been pursued by 
the commission and the leagues directly 
affeeted toward that organization, “but 
if the contractural and ~~ reservation 
rights of national agréement clubs are 
not respected by its (Federal League) 
promoters, it may ‘become necessary to 
employ strenuous measures for the pro- 
tection of the interests of major and 
minor league clubs. 

“ Rivalry will not be resented.so long 
as league-and club rights are “not ig- 
nored, but illegal apd unsportsmanlike 
interference ‘with and utter disregard of 
established privileges of national agree- 
ment chibs will justify the adoption of 
vigorous defensive methods.” 

Herrmann’s statement is regarded as 
the answer of organized baseball to the 
projects of the Pederal League, whose 
spokesmen, including President James A. 
Gilmore, have declared that, while they 
will ‘respect actual playing contracts 
held by national agreemeént: clubs, they 
will disregard the much discussed re- 
eerxe clause, which they hold to be il- 

ega 

Touching on the Gallagher resolution 
in the Howse of Representatives at 
Washington, the report says: 

“The introduction of the Gallagher 
resolution in the House of Representa:

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FINANCIAL MARKRTS 


Afternoon Brings Healthy’ In- 
crease in Activity and 
Higher Prices. 


After disappointing behavior in the 
early hours, yesterday's stock market 
suddenly broadened and strengthened so 
that at the close of the session prices 
of nearly all issues. had good gains to 
their credit. Up to early afternoon, 
trading appeared to be waiting upon 
announcements expected from the Su- 
preme Court, which met yesterday ~af- 
ter its holiday recess. None of the de- 
cisions handed down affected Wall 
Street directly and sentiment underwent 
improvement. The day’s dealings were 
not on a large scale, but the final hour 
brought a very satisfactory measure of 
activity and quotations at the close 
were in many cases at their best figure 
for the day. Reading had a net gain of 
1% points and Southern Pacific a simi- 
lar advance, while Union Pacific, which 
was very active, closed up 2%. 

Yesterday was a good day for a num- 
ber of the less active issues, particularly 
the oil shares, which followed the ex- 
ample that has been set by the better 
known Standard Oil subsidiaries in the 
outside markets. Reports that the Cali- 
fornia Petroleum Company had been 
presented with a new well on Sunday 
having a five-thousand-barrel “daily 
capacity, brought about a quick upturn 
in that issue, which even after some 
profit taking closed with a gain of 3% 
points for the common and 6% for the 
preferred. Mexican Petroleum was al- 
most as strong, touching 49% at its 
best price and closing the day at 48% 
with an advance of 2%. People’s Gas, 
Light & Coke sold up 3% points while 
Colorado Fuel & Iron added '1% to its 
previous price and Liggett & Myers 
2%. The Texas Company gained an- 
other 3 points. These advances, though 
made on relatively small transactions, 
were construed favorably as indicating 
p broader interest in the market, which 
had been confjning itself largely to a 
few leaders. 

Publication of the Southern Pacific's 
annual report, covering a period that 
ended six months ago tended to off- 
set to some extent the poor earn- 
ings .statements recently made. The 
Southern Pacific earned slightly less 
than 10 per cent. on its capital stock or 
almost 2 per cent. more than it showed 
in 1912. The balance remaining after 
paying dividends was just twice as 
large as the balance left in the previous 
year, The gross earnings of the 
Southern Pacific, which operated for 
about: half of the period covered under 
the terms of the dissolution decree, in- 
creased more than $11,000,000 and sur- 
passed the previous high record by $7,- 
500,000. 

Money was slightly easier with the 
turn.of the year. The banks had plenty 
of call funds to loan at from 3% per 
cent. to 5 per cent. Time money liké- 
wise was somewhat easier, loans for 
sixty days betng made at 4% per cent. 
to 4% per cent.

Boosting the. Rate Increase. 
If the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion finally decides to add to the rev- 
enues of the Eastern railroads by grant- 
ing them the 5 per cent. increase asked 
for, several million peoplé in the United 
States will be fully qualified to say “I 
told you so.”

Shippers Turn, About. 

‘Opposition to the increase in freight 
rates will appear in due’ course, and 
will undoubtedly be well intrenched 
with arguments, but a large number 
of organizations and individuals who 
were,on the consumers’ side in 1910 are 
now on the carriers’ side. There jis the 
powerful Illinois Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, which paid an able traffic ex- 
pert and a lawyer to oppose the 10 per

Big Demand for Lingerie. 
An unusual amount of attention is 


being given to fine lingerie in the white 
goods sales now in progress in the big 
stores. Although no great yardage of 
white goods is being disposed of in 
petticoats, that used in combination 
garments that are Hane, | readily is con- 
siderable. Fine nainsook garments are 
somewhat more in demand than those 
developed from longcloths, and fine 
muslins are selling more actively than 
the ordinary bleached goods. oarse, 
rough fancy weaves are most in de- 
mand in dress goods departments.

Withdrawals Continue Heavy. 
Withdrawals of woolen fabrics at the 


reduced rates of duty carried in the new 
tariff law, and effective Jan. 2, yester- 
day numbered 680 packages, valued at 
$190,076. The accruing duties were 
$69,832. As on the preceding days since 
the law went into effect, women’s dress 
goods. predominated in the withdrawals, 
the aggregate of fabrics of this kind 
that passed out into consumption being 
454 packages, appraised at $142,582, on 
which the importers paid duties aggre- 
gating $49,903. Oriental and other car- 
pets and rugs withdrawn totaled ninety- 
seven packages, worth $22,204. Ribbons 
and kindred a withdrawn had a 
value of $12,360 It was estimated 
yesterday that, of the $5,500,000 worth 
of woolen goods in bonded warehouses 
at this port on Jan. 1, $2,226, 116 worth 
had been withdrawn in the three busi- 
ness days during which the law had 
been in force. The customs officials 
anticipate fairly heavy withdrawals for 
several days to come.

Wants Banks to Serve AH Interests. 


One of the questions Mr. McAdoo 
brought up was whether the districts 
ought not to be so arranged as.to in- 
clude a diversity of interests, such as 


agricultural, industrial, and mercantile, 
and on this point Mr. Vanderlip sug- 
gested dividing the country into strips 
on wnat he called the shoe-string plan. 
These strips, he said, should run north 
and south; and in this way they would 
include the cotton States, as well as 
the business interests of the North, 

‘“*Wouldn’t that be an_aimost insol- 
uhie problem?” asked Secretary Mc- 
Adoo. 

“I think that is be ag of a problem 
you are facing,’ replied Mr. Vanderlip. 
“The question of oversight ‘and control 
spells the whole story of this law., It 
we get the proper ov@rsight and contra 
it will work in spite of its defects; but 
otherwise there is grave doubt of its 
success.’ 

Mr, Vanderlip thought, it a matter of 
no great importance how large the 
New York district was. ‘' So far as di- 
versity. of interest is concerned,” he 
said, \“* New York is the United States 
in a variety .of respects.”’ 

Mr. Wiggin said there were three im- 
portant considerations in dividing the 
country; the normal course of ex- 
changes, distances, and ‘sufficient ca 
ital for handling "the ‘business of the 
particular section.

Daily Roll Calls Proposed. 


Provision is made in the amendments 
for a daily roll call which, it was 
agreed, would do away with the effects 
of the rapid roll call. It was also pro- 
vided that no private bill should be in- 
troduced after March 1 and no bill of 
any kind after April 1, unless suggested 
by_ the Governor. 

The rules also provide for the report-

Bertha L. Booth should pay her $10,000 
by way of compensation for the loss of 
her husband’s affections, MrsJ Lorenzo 
Decker of Yonkers submitted to Su- 
preme Court Justice Keogh in White 
Plains yesterday some evidence which 
she had gathered as her own detective. 
Mrs. Booth, a widow, keeps.a Summer 
boarding house near Briar Cliff Manor, 
and Decker formerly worked on her 
place. 

As a trap for Mrs. Booth, Mrs. Decker 
wrote her two letters, which purported 
to come from the pen of her husband, 
and in these letters were professions of 
love. It was the answers to these let- 
ters which she produced in court yester- 
day. In one of-them Mrs. Booth wrote: 

Goodnight, Lonnie dear. May God watch 
over and guard you and keep you in good 
health, is the nightly prayer of one who 
loves you better than you know. 

In the other letter Mrs. Booth said 
“That little blue silk nightgown has 
been washed we ironed and is in my 
dresser drawer. I wish I could talk to 

ou to—night.’”” These missives did not 
i mpress the court, and he dismissed the 
complaint. Before this, though, Mrs. 
Decker’s lawyer questioned Mrs. Booth. 
Mrs. Booth-explained that the blue silk 
nightgown. was one which a boarder 
had left behind and which she had 
given to Decker because he had none 
of his. own.. She accompanied her ex- 

lanation with laughter. As for caring 
fo r Decker, she hardly knew what an- 
swer to make to that. 
‘I don’t know what you mean exact- 
ly,” she said. “He was down and out 
and I was simply trying to uplift him.’
